Seductive slot-machines are the rage 
at the beaches this year. The enter- 
prising agent of this sugar-coated gam- 
bling device was in the barroom of the 
Brighton Beach Hotel yesterday 
trying to adjust the furniture store 
of cabinets, wherein repose the clogs 
and levers so as to find space for an- 
other machine. He gave up in dis- 
gust. There wasn't room for one 
more. 
He said he guessed he'd have to hire 
a mathematician or else get the pro- 
prietors to build on an addition. 

Having been driven out of the city, 
the slot machines are fast multiply- 
ing in the suburban resorts, where no 
laws nor ordinances interfere with 
them.

IXON EXONERATED BY 
POLICE COMMISSION. 


CLEARED OF CHARGES BROUGHT 


BY COUNCIL OF LABOR. 
— 
Board Finds that Officer Was Not 
Guilty of Misconduct—<Attorney Wide- 
man Makes Rapid-fire Argument for 


Labor Agitators—Jim Gray There. 


. Officer Charies Dixon, against whom 
charges of misconduct were preferred 
by the Council of Labor in the name 
of Peter Daniels, was exonerated by the 
Police Commission yesterday morning. 
The trial occupied almost the entire 
session. The findings were as follows: 

“In the matter of the charges pre- 
ferred against Officer Dixon by Peter 
Daniele we find (1) that said officer 
was not guilty of using unnecessary 
violence in arresting said Daniels, nor 


did he act in an abusive manner or in 


 @newer to the question. 


a way unbecoming an officer or a €en- 
tleman. (2.) This board does not feel 
that it is within its jurisdiction to de- 
cide any question of law. (3.) We find 
that said officer used reasonable dis- 
cretion in making the arrest complained 
of. Said officer is, therefore, exonerated 
from the charges preferred against 
him.” 
Peter Daniels was the first witness 
called yesterday morning. He related 
the circumstances of the arrest. On 
cross-examination Daniels said the ar- 


rest had been made in a quiet, unosten- 


tatious manner, and that no abuse or 
violence was offered. He said he did 
not know how the arrest could have 
been made with less humiliation to 
himself. Daniels testified that at the 
time he had no intention of bringing 
any action against the officer, and that 
he feit quite friendly toward Dixon. 

“What first put the idea in your 
head?” asked Attorney Le Compte Da- 
vis, counsel for Dixon. 

Strenuous. objection to this question 
was made by Attorney Wallace W. 
Wideman for the laborites, and Chair- 
man Bowen. who presided as Acting 
Mayor, ruled the question out. The 
presence of “Czar’’ Jimgray at Daniels’ 
elbow, made eloquent although silent 
The officials 
of the Council of Labor thought they 
saw a chance to cry “persecution,” and 
to create a sentiment against the po- 
lice. and they directed Daniels to file 
the charges. 

Officer Dixon denied on the stand 
that he had any special orders to ar- 
rest Daniels. He said the arrest was 
made in accordance with general or- 
ders to the police to arrest any one dis- 
tributing circulars without a license. 
Dixon said Police Judge Austin exam- 
med several law books, and then de- 


‘elared that he (Austin) could not tell 


circus! 


without investigation whether the act 
of Daniels was a violation of law or 
not. Subsequently, a complaint was 

Attorney Davis maintained 


refused. 
that if a Police Judge was in doubt $ 


about it the policeman could not be 
blamed. 


It will be remembered that Daniels 
at the time of the arrest was distribut- 
ing a circular signed by the officers of 
the Walters’ Union and addressed to 
restaurant keepers. 

‘When Dixon had finished his testi- 
mony. Attorney Wideman began an 
impassioned address to the commission 
Hie flood of bratory covered nearly ev- 
erything between the “principalities of 
the Roman Empire and our munic- 
wal constabulary.”

She went for 
legal advice to regard to property at 
first belonging to her father, and then 


to her at her father’s death. Bryant 
got to know her and gained her cori- 
dence, 

One day she went to see Miller 
regurd to the sale of the propery. 2 
ant is alleged to have persuaded her to 
consult him instead of Judge Miller, as 
he was not then in the office. 

She did so, and he ts said to have 
told her the property was not worth as 
much as she thought. He told her she 
would be lucky to get $2500 for it, 
when it is alleged that he well knew 
the place, which was at Hollywood, 
was worth at least §7500. 

When she seemed reluctant, he toid 
her that it was one of her father's last 
wishes that he should handle the prop- 
erty for her.

\ORMER RESIDENT 
F SEES BIG CHANGE. 
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FRANK WOLF RETURNS WER 
ABSENCE OF MANY YEARS. 


Los Angeles of a Quarter of a Century 
Ago and of Today Two Widely Dif- 
ferent Things—Equally Great Change 
in Surrounding Country and Beaches. 


In a cit’ the size of Los Angeles 
some wonderful changes may take 
place in a period of twenty-six years, 
and probably there is not 
town today better qualified to tell of 
them than Frank Wolf formerly well 
known here. Last week he returned to 
his home after an absence of twenty- 
six years, and the first man he called 
upon was his old friend and former 
school-mate, Harry Slotterbeck, who 
immediately recognized his visitor by 
his voice. 

Mr. Wolf's fathr was Sheriff of Los 
Angeles county in 1876, and a year later 
the son left this city to seek his for- 
tune in the then untrammelled and al- 
most unknown wilds of Eastern Ore- 
gon, remaining there constantly with 
the exception of occasional trips to the 
East. Not until this week had he 
ited Los Angeles. 

“I had expected to see a big change 
in the town, but was totally unpre- 
pared for the city I found here when I 
returned. Los Angeles as I knew it 
was little more than a pueblo, but First 
and Main streets were practically the 
southern limits of the business section, 
and now it seems as if there was more 
traffic southwest. of that point than 
north of it. 

“There is hardly a single W in 
the city that is familiar to me, and 
even the country is different. When 
I left, the section between Los Angeles 
and Santa Ana was a sheep and catete 
pasture. I took the train the other 
day and see it is now a fruit and wal- 
nut orchard. change is wonderful. 
I would not have thought so much 
could have been — in twenty-five 
years.”

OUT FOR TROLLEY LINE. 

The city Trustees this afternoon 
authorized the sale of an electric rall- 
rond franchise in Pomona. The appll- 
cation was presented by Stoddard Jess, 
representing the Board of Trade's elec- 
tric railroad committee.

_ CLAREMONT. 
STUDENTS AS MOUNTAINEERS. 


CLAREMONT, June 2.—Three miss- 
ing college 


Students, Ro Thoma 
Carl Parkér and Frank 
this noon were still in parts unknown 
and twenty-six hours behind the time 
they were expected to return from a 
mountain trip, caused two searching 
‘Parties to start for San Antonio and 
San Gabriel Cafion at 12:20 o'clock to- 
day. One party met the three belated 
wanderers at the mouth of Cattle 
Cafion, and word was dispatched at 
once to the other party. In their rough 
mountain suits they pulled into town 


at a four-mile clip in high feather and 
nd muscle - 
three hours. 
The history of the plucky trio since 
5:30 a.m. yesterday is interesting. They 
were a part of the Dagger Mountain 
party which returned via Cattle Cafion 
at 3 p.m. yesterday. These three sepa- 
rated from the bunch at 5:30 and deter- 
mined to take a short cut — as they 
supposed—down Dalton Cafion just east 
of San Gabriel Cafion. They expected 
thus to “beat the bunch,” catch the 
morning Santa Fé train at Glendora 
and reach Claremont at 10 a.m. But 
they had reckoned without their host. 
They walked at a fast rate till high 
noon, and found then to their dismay 
that the cafion ended in a precipitous 
rocky waterfall. There was no tting 
around it—they were boxed. Without 
a bite to eat they turned around and 
retraced their steps with the grit of 
men who clearly saw that “it was up to 
em. With no trall to follow and the 
fog so dense that they could see less 
than a hundred yards ahead, they saw 
their only course was to stick to the 
cafion until they reached Coldwater 
Cafion, from which they started and 
then reached headquarters by way of 
Cattle Caflon, by which they had en- 
tered the range last Friday. They 
walked till night, and then lay out in 
the open without blankets until 4 
o'clock this morning. Then they 
started out again with empty stomachs 
and never stopped till they reached 
the power-house of the San Antonio 
Water Company, eight miles north of 
here. Having walked thirty miles yes- 
terday and thirty today, they secured 
at the power-house at 11 a.m. the first 
food they had had since 5:30 Monday 
morning. 


SANTA MONICA. 
“DRY” CAMPAIGN ACTIVE. 

SANTA MONICA, June 2.—The Pro- 
hibitionists are making an active cam- 
paign in their efforts to turn the re- 
sult of next Monday's “straw” election 
in favor of the adoption of the Long 
Beach prohibition ordinance. : 

Nightly meetings are held. Up to 
the first of this week they were in a 
tent erected on the vacant lot on the 
north corner of Ocean’ And Colorado 
avenues. The tent has since been 
moved to the north side of Pier avenue 
by the electric road in Ocean Park and 
the nightly meetings are held there. 
Dr. Chapman of the  Anti-Saloon 
League has delivered several addresses 
and a number of business and profes- 
sional men from other towns have 
spoken or are to speak at the meet- 
ings. 

Opponents of the movement to adopt 
the Long Beach ordinance allege that 
that measure makes it unlawful for a 
citizen to have liquor in his residence. 
Concerning that point City Attorney 
Baker of Long Beach, who has had a 
prominent part in the drafting and en- 
forcement of that ordinance, says: 

“It is utterly untrue, as reported in 
Santa Monica, that said ordinances 
prohibits the keeping of liquor in pri- 
vate residences for personal uses and 
authorizes the search of private resi- 
dences to determine whether liquor is 
being thus used there.” 

Regarding the contemplated  ordi- 
nance City Attorney Fred H. Taft 
of Santa Monica says: “While it has 
seemed to me that in some respects 
the ordinance might have been more 
happily worded, I am still of the opin- 
ion that that Mr. Baker's construction 
of it is both reasonable and correct.” 
Mr. Taft further says that if the ordi- 
nance becomes a law in Santa Monica 
his office will construe it according to 
the spirit rather than according to the 
letter, if it be hsown that they conflict. 

At the City Trustees’ meeting Mon- 
day evening, A. R. Bynon, editor of a 
publication that is opposing the ordi- 
nance, inquired how the board would 
stand on making Santa Monica a “wide 
open” town, if the proposition to adopt 
the ordinance should not receive a ma- 
jority of the votes at next Monday's 
election. The full board was present. 
Trustee Goetz, whose election wag op- 
posed by Bynon's paper, said he did not 
pro to declare himself on that 
point at this time.

DESERTER AND THIEF. 


Old Man Enticed to a Room by Two 
Younger Men and Robbed—One of the 
Robbers Captured. 

When E. F. Wickwire was taken to 
the Police Station yesterday afternoon, 
a prisoner, he volunteered the infor- 
mation that he is a deserter from the 
United States Navy, and asked that 
the proper authorities be notified.

A very 
methodical man, even with mediocre 
ability, may build up a great business, 
while a man with great ability, without 


the habit of system and order, can 


never get beyond a small concern, 
SYSTEM GIVES LEISURE. 

A man does not necessarily need te 
work laboriously because he conducts 
a great business. It is all a question 
of system, of combinations and fore- 
thought. Men with most method have 
the most time. They are not pushed 
to the wall all the time. They do not 
impress You, every time vou meet 
them, as small, unmethodical men do, 
that they are hard pressed, that they 
have not a moment to give you. 

Two men with the same education 


and equal ability may start in business 


side by side, and one will forge ahead 
from e very start, apparently with- 
out rat effort. He is not always so 
busy that he can see no one, but he 
continually accomplishes something. 
Everything is done With system. He 
does not believe in doing work twice. 
He multiplies himself infinitely 
through his system of saving the re- 
sults of his and others’ labors and 
utilizing them. 

The other young man is always busy, 
hustling from morning to night, at- 
tending to duties of every clerk in the 
house. He never has time to stop and 
talk with you. If you meet him on the 
street he pulls out his watch nervously 
and asks you to pardon him, but he is 
on a dead rush. Yet somehow he does 
not get much done, he does not forge 
ahead, he seems handicapped, involved 
in the meshes of his own bad system. 
Every time he wants a thing he has 
te hunt for it. His letters, papers and 
bills are not properly filed, and he can 
never place his hands on them instant- 
ly as a systematic man could. 

J. Pierpont Morgan does less real 
work than many of his associates, but 
there is method in everything that he 
does. He does not duplicate his work. 
He saves the result of his labor. He 
makes every move count toward a 
definite, final result. If Mr. Morgan 
should conduct his business in the 
same loose-jointed, slip-shod way that 
men condurt theirs, his house 
would be ruined, his business would 
go to pieces in a year. 

GIVES GREAT RESULTS.

muddled and tangled, possibly be- 
yond repair. “Dry rot“ paralysis al- 
most always follows the lack of sys- 
tem. Sometimes the enthuslesm and 
hard work of a systemless young man 
will make him fairly successful in 
business for a while, but this will not 
take the place of clean-cut system. 
After a while the man of little method 
finds his business shriveling, his prof- 
its dwindling, and he does not know 


WASTE IN BUSINESS HOUSES. 

Recently a new profession has 
sprung up, that of “business doctor.” 
Men make a specialty of diagnosing 
business diseases and prescribing rem- 
edles. They examine a business in 
every detail of organization, operation, 
expenses and income. Thus t can 
find just where money is being |! or 
profits sacrificed through lack of per- 
fect system. It is said that the offi- 
ces of one great concern in this coun- 
try have saved over $25,000 a year just 
by a slight improvement upon what 
they considered a good system before. 
Nothing pays so well as perfect sys- 
tem. 

These experts find that in many busi- 
ness houses systematic management is 


unknown and unthought of. Depart- 
ments have been added, employés 
taken on. lines of goods dropped 
without any fitting of parts to the 
whole, without any large. general 
plan. Everything is confused, over- 


lapping, conflicting. In almost every 
place examined useless expenses are 
eating up the profits. Unnecessary 
books are kept, devices used that se- 
riously cripple operations. Duplica- 
tion of work, too many handlings of 
product, too many employés in one de- 
partment and not enough in another. 
badly arranged rooms or windows, 
poor shipping facilities are only some 
of the diseases found. All are part of 
the system which makes or mars the 
business. 

EFFECT OF METHOD ON MIND. 

Method goes with a high quality of 
The man with method 
thinks: he knows how to concentrate 
his mind, how to marshal his forces 
with vigor. He is usually original. 
whereas the slovenly man only imi- 
tates. He cannot arouse the energy 
necessary for original thinking. He is 
satisfied to use second-hand ideas. 

Confusion is not only due to lack of 
a well-ordered mind, but also reacts 
upon the mind and hampers all its 
actions. Disorder dwarfs the effective- 
ness of any man. A disorderly busi- 
Hess. if not taken in hand and syste- 
matized, will disorganize even a nor- 
mal mind. A desk with tumbled and 
mixed contents will prevent clear and 
definite mind action. 

The great effect of method on the 
mind was well stated by Dr. Kane, the 
Arctic explorer, who once said: 

“It is the experience of every man 
who has either combated difficulties 
himself or attempted to guide others 
through them that the controlling law 
shail be systematic action. Nothing 
depresses and demoralizes so much as 

a surrender of the approved and habit- 
* forms of life. I resolved that evry- 
thing should go on as it had done. The 
arrangement of hours, the distribu- 
tion and details of duty, the religious 
exercises, the ceremonials of the table. 
the/ fires, the lights, the watch, the 
labors of the observatory and the neta- 
tion of the tides and of the sky-——noth- 
ing should be intermitted that had con- 
tributed to make up the day.“

When all but eight of them 
had left him to search a way out of the 
peril he sustained the spirits of the 
handful that were left, and kept up 
their energies by this systematic per- 
formance of duties which in all prob- 
ability were useless in themselves. 
The moral discipline, however, saved 
the men, kept them up until relief 
came. 

SYSTEM PREVENTS WORRY. 

An orderly life. as a rule, is a har- 
monious one; that is, it is happy and 
healthy. Regular hours are demanded 
by hygiene, and irregular ones set up 
immediately an abnormal and fhreat- 
ening condition. Order conduces to 
men and physical poise, while dis- 
order and confusion tend to discord. 
Even the consciousness of having done 
one’s work in proper, orderly manner 
is a t tonic and nerve sedative. 
Orderly people are serene and give an 
impression of force and capability, 
while disorderly persons are apt to 
be nervous, lacking in balance, dis- 
contented and fretful, giving the im- 
pression of incompetence, or not being 
equal to their task. They stew and 
worry while they work, and then con- 
tinue the process when the work is- 
done, for fear it is not done right, or 
that some one else will mar the re- 
sults. This worry is one of the worst 
enemies to health and happiness. Its 
remedy ie in taking careful thought be- 
fore and during the work. Then one 
may enter into the serene conscious- 
ness of a task well and finally done. 
Petty anncyances are thus nipped in 
the bud, absolutely prevented. 

In unhappy contrast with efficient, 
methodical people are thousands who 
throw away a large part of their ef- 
forts by lack of system, They do th 


work over and over again, because they Ay 


do not keep track of it, do not pre- 
serve the resuite of their labors. They 
thus work continually at a great dis- 
advantage. Every time a task has to 
be done. instead of utilizing what has 
been done before, they have to do it all 
over again. Their business is at loose 
ends, half-finished, temporarily botched 
together. A sudden illness, the unex- 
pected death of a trusted employé, 
fairly throws ile wheels of the concern 
out of gear. 

The man without method never dares 
to leave his .uriness. When he is away 
everything tons. but the methodical 
man can be eh ent often, and because 
of system, :oth euffers, all runs as 
smoothiv as if he were directing every 
move. Such a man can accomplish in- 
finitely more than the man without 
method. who works hard all ti time, 
and feels anxiety every instant. 

SLOVENNESS IN YOUTH. 

Lack of system often comes from 
carelessness in early training. <A boy 
ie allowed to throw down clothing. 


pens to be, and is not compelled to be 
methodical.about his studies and work 
When such young people grow to man- 
hood or womanhood they find that the 
habit of putting things down just tor 
now fills their life with confusion and 
disorder. It takes no more time to put 
a thing where it belongs in the first 
place than it does later, perhaps less, 
and the chances are that if you do not 
do 80 gig Fe will not before the 
article len in. 

When I want to judge of a boy's 
future possibilities, I always watch him 
at work, If he is slipshod and slovenly, 
if he throws things down before they 
Are half-done, never does things to a 
finish; if he shows no method in his 
work, I know very well what kind of 
man he will make—he will be a fal- 
ure. He may make a len but he 
can never make a great auc That 


‘badly planned. 


is impossible without system. 
The best way to break up the terrible 


habit of irregularity of thought and 
action is to resolve firmly to do the 
thing in hand not only just right, but 
at once and completely. Nothing else 
is so dangerous to a systerniess youth 
as delay. Each task must be consid- 
ered and planned wittr reference to all 
that is related to it, and usually it 
may be made to count toward some 
other and later task. Far-sighted 
planning is at the bottom of many a 
fortune and great achievement. Play- 
ing chess without system is a sure way 
to lose, and life is much like a very 
complicated chess game. 

Putting articles away in definite 
places may seem a trivial thing, but 
the methodical habit gained in this 
way will increase your power and use- 
fulness a hundred fold, and may save 
you mortification and disappointment 
in greater affairs in the future. 

“RED TAPE” NOT SYSTEM. 

Method, like every other good thing, 
can be overdone. Do not mistake red 
tape for system. In the early history 
of our country ice was not named in 
the customhouse schedule. A cargo 
was imported from Norway. Red tape 
insisted on a proper classification, and 
by the time it was decided that ice 
came under “dry goods” the ca had 
become plain water and cl cation 
was That kind of system is 
just as ruinous as none, and We see it 
every day. Some people take more 
time to split hairs over tials 
than the whole work 
They accomplish very little. They 
waste all of their energies in devising 
checks, reports and counter-checks. 
They quibble for hours over triffes that 
do not affect great results in the least. 
True method cuts through these super- 
fluities and gets to the Heart of maf- 
ters at once. A great business ‘man 
whose establish was noted itor its 
efficiency and economy, said: “We have 
not a rule that we cannot break.” 
There must be elasticity and adapta- 
inty to permit progress. System can 
hamper as well as aid if ill applied or 
Mme. Neckar said: 
“Order in a house ought to be like ma- 
chinery m an ««rt. whose effect pro- 
duces great pleasure, but whose ends 
must be hid.“ Art in management, 
like art in a picture, must not be evi- 
dent, must not obscure its results.

Schmidt and 
his family of four were compelled to 
abandon their home on the island, and 
early this morning loaded a part of 
their household goods on to the small 
boat in which they depended for 
safety.

only one of his children. 

In some places beiween here and 
Alton, the river is five to seven miles 
wide, covering thousands of acres in 
the farmiand of the great American 
bottoms on the East Side. destroying 
crops and driving out the farmers. At 
Missourt Point, at the confluence of the 
Missouri and Mississippi rivers, sev- 
eral hundreds of farmers and their 
families have been driven from their 
fertile lands by the high water.

RAIN SOAKS THE

GAINESVILLE June 2.--The six] 
|thousand inhabitants of this city 


have tonight just begun to real- 
ize the extent of the apalling disaster 
of yesterday. It now seems certain that 
the death list will not be muth short 
of 100, perhaps somewhat over that 
number, as there is a considerable 
number of dangerously wounded, 
whose chances for recovery cannot be 
calculated. 

Figuring from an available source, 
and giving credence only to those re- 
ports which are believed to be trust- 
worthy, the following is a summery 
of the effects of the tornado in Gaines- 
ville and its suburbs: One hundred 
killed, 150 injured, of whom probably 
twenty will die; 800 homeless, their 
residences having been wiped out of 
existence; property loss. about $500,000, 
none of which was covered by storm 
insurance. 

OTHER PARTICULARS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED -A 

GAINESVILLE, une 2.—The tornado 
which visited the towns of New Hol- 
land and White Sulphur, Ga... yester- 
day afternoon, resulied in the killing 
of about eighty-five men, women and 
children, according to reports which 
are as yet incomplete. It is estimated 
that forty persons, were fatally injured 
and many more hurt, and probably 
one thousand persons are homeless, 

Last night brought increased misery 
to the tornado sufferers, here, for a 
steady rain set in late in the after- 
noon, attended by bitterly cold 
weather. All night long physicians and 
volunteers pushed their way through 
the wreckage, guided to the suffering 
victims by their groans. Here and 
there a fallen tree whould be in the 
way or a wrecked house would stop 
the progress. 

The homeless were taken for shelter 


to the City Hall, Armory and Court- 


house. A mass-meeting was held to- 
day at which $5000 was subscribed to 
a relief fund. A message has been sent 
to the Secretary of War asking for 
tents to shelter the homeless, and an 
appeal for aid is made to the public. A

The waters of the Kaw River have 


fallen eight inches today, and tonight 
are steadily declining at the rate of 


about half an inch per hour. In the 
Missouri, the high stage of thirty-five 
feet ja still maintained, but this is due 
to the rise which has been coming 
down the Missouri proper. and has 
been able to offset the fall in the Kaw. 
It is the water of the latter stream, 


however, that has caused all the de- 


struction in this city, and in Kansas 
City, Kan.. and with it at a normal 
stage business in Kansas City will 
shortly resume usual conditions. 

This city has by a narrow margin 
escaped a serious shortage in food; has 
faced the peril of fire, utterly helpless 


to avert its consequences, and has 
suffered millions of dollars of damage 


to property ard sustained a loss in 
life that in all probability never will 


be accurately measured, and now it is 
commencing to believe in the promise 
of better things. 


Tonight, the situation shows im- 
provement on almost every side. The 
waters are falling, the aterworks 
will resume operations, the? gas has 
been turned into the mains once more 


and while there is no superabundance 
of food, there is no immediate danger 


of a serious shortage. 
The city has cared for her own in 
good fashion, and is abundantly able to 


do so still, but there is not sufficient

Merchants of Kansas City, Kan., 
have bought up large quantities of 
supplies, which will be shipped into the 
suburbe as fast as possible over th» 
only line of road open—the electric road 
from Leavenworth, Kan. Street cars 
in the suburbs began to run after a 
fashion this morning with power fur- 
nished by the dynamos at Leaven- 
worth. The lack of gas is severely 
felt. 

Flags of distress from partially-in- 
undated bulldings in Armourdale could 
be seen from Kansas City, Kan., dur- 
ing the day, and a number of rescues 
were effected.

This report was 
so positive that Mayor Reed. after 
consultation with the Relief Commit- 
tee, wired the following reply to of- 
fers of aid: 

“I am directed by the committee of 
the Commercial Club tonight that the 
committee this morning anticipated 
that there might be a food shortage 
owing to the railroad communications 
being seriously impaired. and because 
of the inability to reach the usual 
sources of supply. 

It now seems that we will be able 
to secure enough food supplies. Our 
packing-houses are now beginning to 
get meat by boats and otherwise from 
their plants. Our business men and 
citizens generally have subscribed very 
liberally. and we confidently hope t- 
fully meet the situation. The people of 
Kansas City will always gratefully re- 
member the many tenders of assistance 
from various parte of the country. al!

WILKES BOOTH MADE HIS ESCAPE 

ACCORDING TO THIS TALE. 

Assumed Name of George and Drifted 

Into Oklahoma Where, Finding Life 

Not Worth Living, He Committed Sui- 

_cide—Alleged Identification as Booth.

ST. LOUIS, June 2.—A special from 
Enid, Okla., says that IL. K. Bates, 
nephew of John Wilkes Booth, the as- 
sassin of President Lincoln, has fully 
identified the remains of the man 
known as David E. George as his 
uncle. George or Booth committed 
suicide here January 14, last, and in 
his effects was found a letter directed 
to K. L. Bates of Memphis, Tenn. Mr. 
jates came here and fully identified 
the body as John Wilkes Booth. He 
then went East and has obtained pos- 
itive identification of the remains from 
the dead man's nephew and from Jo- 
seph Jefferson, Miss Clara Morris and 
a score of others who knew him in his 
early days. According to Mr. Bates's 
story, he acted as Booth’s confidential 
agent and attorney_for nearly forty 
years. After Lincoln was shot, the as- 
sassin escaped to the Garrett planta- 
tion in Virginia. According to Mr. 
Bates, the man who was killed was 
named Ruddy. Being warned, Booth 
left Garrett's. and was taken care of 
by his friends in Central Kentucky. He 
later settled at Glenrose Mills, Ky., 
where he conducted a store for several 
years as St. Helen.

Ames & Co., one of the leading firms 
of bankers and brokers in Canada, 
closed their doors today. Their fallure 
was due to the heavy declines in Cana- 
dian sectirities, which have been ex- 
tensively dealt in in New York and 
Boston exchanges, as well as on the 
exchanges here and at Montreal.. It is 
stated that when market conditions 
have become settled, and the securities 
held by the company and thel: cus- 
tomers reach figures mating 
something Uke their actual value, the 
assets of the company will fully offset 
their ilabilities. 
The etocks in. which Ames & Co. 
and their clients have been largely in- 
terested in are Dominion Steel com- 
mon, purchased around $70 and which 


bed is now selling at $15 per share; Schloss 


Sheffield, and other industrials pur- 
chased at figures much higher than 
their present price. The Twin City, 
which has declined from 128 to 92. was 


the firm's clients. After a meeting of 
the members of the firm, it was de- 
cided to suspend payment. The fol- 
lowing notice was posted: 

“Owing to the continuous severe de- 
cline in the securities market, we have 
found it necessary to suspend pay- 
ment. and would ask the indulgence 
of our friends for a few days utnil we 
can prepare a statement of our affairs, 
and decide what is best to be done.

The last statement 
of the savings bank departmen: of the 
firm showed $200,000 on deposit. It {s 
impossible to figure the firm’s teta! }i- 
abilities at the present time, owing to 
the extensive fluctuations in prices of 
securities In which the company and 
its clients are heavily interested. 

It is stated on good authority that 
Mr. Ames has put a million dollars in 
the business and the other members of 
the firm. R. Tudhoper, E. D. Fraser 
Wallace, sums aggregating 
nearly the same amount. 

It is known that one of the Toronto 
banks recently advanced to 
Ames & Co. inthe hope that 
that amount would be sufficient to tide 
over the affairs\of the firm. 

Ten million dollars is the amount of 
the firm's liabilities, as generally 
agreed upon by bankers and brokers.

FAILURE TO UNWIRE THEM.

VANCOUVER, June 2.—[Exclust e 

Dispatch.}] The Initial attempt to 
transplant lobsters into local waters 
was attended with fatlure, because of 
the forgetfulness of Prof. Prince, who 
had charge of the experiments.

Cculd Not Follow Details of 
_Subordinates’ Work. 


No Honoraty Roll for Services

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Postmaster 
General Payne today made public the 
letter of Former First Assistant 
Postmaster General Perry S. Heath, 


loch of this city, formerly cashier of 
the Washington City postoffice. The 
letter follows: 

SALT LAKE (Utah) May 25, 1903. 


To Hon. H. C. Payne, Washington, 
D.. 
My Dear Mr. Payne: I thank you 


for your courteous letters of the 19th 
and 20th instant, calling my attention 
to certain assertions of one S. W. Tul- 
loch, ex-cashier of the Washington 
postoffice, and also the statement of a 
Mrs. Winans, formerly of Ohio, who 
is quoted as saying that she was car- 
ried upon the rolls of the postoffice 
with the understanding that she was 
not to render service to the govern. 
ment. 

If Mrs. Winans did not render 
service equivalent to the ‘compensation 
she received, her superior officers were 
deceived. I did not know the woman 
when she was appointed, and had no 
personal interest in her. Her name 
was among a large number always on 
my desk, and I recall that she was 
well recommended for a positiun. I 
did not and could not attempt to per- 
sonally ascertain whether persons ap- 
pointed to positions in postoffices ren- 
dered service satisfactorily. I do not 
remember that this woman Lame a 
nuisance about the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, and that I refused to see her. 
She was reported to me by my chief 
clerk as being persistent in her de- 
mands for promotion or more desir- 
able work. She at least pretended to 
my chief clerk, so he reported to me, 
to perform services warranting pro- 
motion or better compensation. 

By the same token, upon the same 
line of comment employed by ‘Fulloch, 
nearly. if not quite all of the transac- 
tions of the executive departments in 
Washington could de called into 
and improper motives could 
be assigned. Necessarily, I could not 
follow the details cf the work of post- 
office clerks: I was compelled to trust 
my subordinates, and rely on post- 
masters. We had a change of a:imin- 
istration, a war, the Americanizing of 
an immense foreign seryice, and the 
taking over of vast expanses of new 
territory. But I mastered as many 
details as possible, and I proudly hold 
myself responsibie for all that I did, 
for the humble part I took in the work 
of the department. . 

I never appointed any person to any 
position or retained any one in any 
position at any time with any sort of 
notion or idea that he or she was not 
to render full and honest service to 
the government for the pay received. 
The intimation that there was an 
“honorary roll.“ upon which persons 
were placed for political or personal or 
other purposes than good service, is 
a pure invention. It is a lie out of 
the whole cloth, as are most of the 
imputations of Tulloch. If any persons 
were so appointed or retained, it was 
through their own dishonest designs. 

There was a period, extending over 
many months, when many more meh 
were demanded for service in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and at military camps in 
our country than we could supply. We 
drew through larger postoffices from 
men from classified service, receiving 
many, but when responses from post- 
offices ceased to be sufficient, we drew 
names from applications out of the 
classified service, and conscientiously 
selected those whose capability and 
character we deemed ‘best. In this 
hurried work of appointments, hur- 
ried dispatch of men and materials for 
the scenes of action, some mistakes 
were, of course, made, but these things 
occur and will so long as men live. 

I made a visit to Porto Rico, when 
the Spanish form of postal service was 
taken over, and placed under our sys- 
1 did not seek the trip, and 
never made a more disagree ible one or 
one where I rendered better s-rvice or 
made more sacrifice. For every dollar 
expended vouchers were rendered, and 
accounting made. I made a trip to 
the Pacific Slope, I believe, in the 
spring of 1898, in connection with con- 
ditions existing In pottal affairs at 
Portland, Tacoma, and Seattle, inci- 
dent to the handling of Alaskan mails 
and local congestions for which a strict 
accounting was made. Possibly Tul- 
loch did not deem these trips neces- 
sary, but I doubt t he had the silight- 
est conception for what they were made 
or what Was done upon them, 

There are two personal references to 
me in the Tulloch assertions that I de- 
sire to mention briefly, and the others 
I will; pass over as unworthy of men- 
tion, or for reply from those who have 
ha later access to the official records, 
for these Incidents. occurred four or 
five years ago. Complaints were made 
to me by clerks in the Postoffice De- 
partment or to the Auditor of the 
Treasury, that an employé of the lat- 
ter, named Gilmer, frequently entered 
their rooms and in a surly, offensive 
and peremptory manner demanded rec- 
ords, and-earried them away without 
leaving any receipt, or simply helped 
himself and when receipt was re- 
quested, snubbed the clerk rmiaking the 
quest. I was asked by our cicrk to re- 
quest and did request. a treasury offi- 
clais that Gilmer. be instructed to act 
like a gentleman, and to protect clerks 
in the Poastoffice Department by leav- 
ing receipts for all records taken by 
him from the department. A displaced 
document would naturally subject the 
responsible clerk to censure, if rot. 
indeed, a charge of dishonesty, What 
purpose Gilmer had in carrying these 
records from the denartm: Edo not 
pretend to say. This incident had no 
connection with Gilmer's work as Au- 
ditor. 

The other reference relates to Tul- 
loch’s displacement from the position 
of cashier in Washington poster 
fice. The first stinct recollection 1 
have of ‘lulloch was shortly after the 


dalized. I remember to have stated to 
one of these importunate friends that I 
could not conceive how an honest and 
conscientious employé of the govern- 


ment would want to remain in à po- 
sition where wrong Was being done, 
much less reinstated under su¢h con- 
ditions, and that as he had been ,a 
sworn officer of the government and 
had not to my knowledge reported 


these alleged irregularities, I would not 
and could not in conscience recommend 
him for any position. This is the mat- 
ter to which you mow call my atten- 
tion, and was then, at the instance of 
Tulloch, published in newspapers in 
Washington and elsewhere, and then 
fully answered.. 

The men ngainst whom these allega- 
tions were directed refused to pay the 
price of the proposed secrecy. If there 
is any specific information that I can 
give you, or any@ervice that I can ren- 
der you in any way in collecting facts 
bearing upon any transaction within 
the bureau over which | presided until 
about three years ago, I shall be glad 
to serve you.

MACHEN MAY BE INDICTED.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The inves- 
tigation of affairs at the Postoffice De- 
partment is proceeding as rapidly as 
possible, and the investigating officials 
hope to close their inquiries by August 
1. The go-betweens who, it is alleged, 
figured in transactions which led to 
the arrest of August W. Machen, the 
former general superintendent of the 
free-delivery system, are understood 
to be members of a firm in Toledo, 
O., the former home of Machen. AI- 
though it is known authoritatively 
that there are several parties fhose ar- 
rests may be decided on at any time, 
Postmaster-General Payne said tonight 
that, so far as hie is advised, no im- 
mediate arrests are in contemplation. 

The preliminary hearing of Machen 
before a United States commissioner, 
which is scheduled for next Friday. 
may be rendered unnecessary in case 
the grand jury should report an in- 
dictment against him. The case will 
be presented to that body tomorrow, 
when a number of witnesses subpoe- 
naed by the government will make 
thelr appearance. An jadictment would 
relieve the government from the ne- 
cessity of disclosing its evidence prior 
to the trial of the case in court, and 
would require the rezrrest of Machen 
on a bench warrant and the furnish- 
ing of fresh bonds.

Secretary Moody declines to say 
whether he would recommend the con- 
struction of five battleships by the 
next session of Congress, an inference 
deduced in some quarters as a result 
of his speech at Salt Lake, when he 
told the Governer that if the next Con- 
gress treated the navy as well as the 
last he would name one of the battle 
ships in honor of the State of ltah, 
nor was he prepared to say whether 
the administratior had in contempla- 
tion a general naval programme. with 
a view to the construction of five such 
shins a year. 
— While his remarks at Salt lake were 
made in a facetious wav. vet there ie 
no doubt that the Secretary heartily 
favors the gradual addition of shins 
to the navv, so that it mav be adequate 
te what. in his eninion. are the needs 
ef the natior within a few years.

The work of relief-went on through 
the night, and has been -systematized. 
The greatest fear now in Topeka is 
of an epidemic of disease. At relief 
depots, where refugees are huddled to- 
gether, several persons suffering from 
contagious diseases were removed to 
the hospitals as rapidly as possible. 
The absence of good drinking water is 
another disease-breeder. 

Money is the thing most needed now, 
and citizens are contributing nobly; 
but the demands of the situation are. 
great. Offers of aid from outside 
cities are pouring in,. but the Gov- 
ernor and the Commercial Club have 
so far refused all such. The attitude 
of the Commercial Club, especially in 
the matter of outside aid, is not meet- 
ing With unanimous approval. In fact, 
there is much criticism of its action. 
The Commercial Club has at its come 
mand less than $10,000. It is estimated 
today that the work of relief will re- 
quire $160,000. Topeka is powetless to 
raise that amount of money without 
crippling itself seriously. The Elks 
Cub, which is, up to the present time, 
the largest subscriber to the relief 
fund, has adopted resolutions con- 
demning the Commercial Club for its 
attitude. All of the Odd Fellow bodies 
in Topeka in joint session, the Knights 
and Ladies of Security, and the 4.0. 
U.W. have taken the same attitude as 
the Elks. 

Following the action of the Elks, the 
Masonic bodies in a mass meeting last 
night unanimously resolved, by a 
rising vote, that we, as Masons and 
subscribers to the relief fund, /protest 
against the action of the Commercial 
(lub in refusing to accept otside con- 
tributions, and that the Mayor and 
Sheriff be r@qjuested and urged to pro- 
tect the property and citizens of North 
Topeka by calling out the assistance 
of the State militia and Federal 
troops.” 

COMMERCIAL CLUB FLOPS. 

The Coromercial (ub, at noon today, 
voted to ask for outside aid for the 
sufferers. Yesterday the club voted 
that no aid from outside would be ac- 
cepted, but the distress of the people 
today is so great that the community 
cannot provide for all, and 80 the 
charity of the country is appealed to. 
Thie action was taken after an address 
by cov. Bailey, who head just returned 


to the city from Mound City, where 
he has been waterbound since last 
Thursday. The Governor pointed out 


to the club the necessities of the suf 
fering people and the inability of the 
community to provide properly for

“What becomes of the fnoney al-

The books of the City Auditor show 
that during «he ten months of the 
fiscal year ending May 1 last, the street 
department expended $226,556.49. Ot 
this amount $84,581 was paid under 
contract for street sweeping and street 
*prinkling and che balance of $141,975.49 
was u to pay salaries, labor and 
material bills. On May 1 the depart- 
ment had overdrawn its allowance 
a bout $14,000, and by the end of the 
fiscal year this amount wil! be in- 
creased to nearly $40,000. Extra labor 
men employed in excess of the ordi- 
nance provisions—cost ‘the departmen* 
$33,000 to June 1. 

The ofdinances provide for the em- 
ployment of 45 laborers and 20 team- 
sters with teams in addition to the 
office force of deputies, clerks and in- 
spectors. Including the extra laborers, 
the number of employes in the street 
department varies from 100 to 150 men. 

There are nearly 200 miles of improved 
streets in the city. The populated sec- 
tion covers a very large territory. The 
street department officials assert that 
they have only one regular laborer to 


holes in the roadways and keeping 
down the weeds. In no other way could 
such a small number of mena cover 
such a mileage of improved streets. 
honestly believe that-it would cost 
over $1,000,000 to resurface the streets 
that need the improvement most,” de- 
clared Bowen. “Either the city must 
create a special fund for the purpose 
or the cost must be borne by the abut- 
ting property owners. It would pay in 
the long run to build streets of de- 
composed granite, or under oj! specifica- 
tions. Such boulevards as have been 
constructed at Hollywood would mean 
everything to Los Angeles. But this 
clase of improvements means a heavy 
outlay at the start, and our constituents 
are indignant enough If they are not 
allowed to improve their streets with 
the natural soll. The class of gravel 
used on many streetd does not wear 
however, and it would be cheaper and 
better if a good, substantial street 
should be built in the first instance.”

HELD OVER FOR TRIAL ON EM- 
BEZZLEMENT CHARGE.

Collectors Testify as to the Way He 
Took Their Money to Insure Their

Sportive Nichols Wilson, the nervy 
young financier, who tooted around 
the streets in an automobile on money 
alleged to have been embegsied from 
poor young working men, was bound 
for trial tn the Supertor Court yester- 
day like a common criminal. 

Wilson is a dapper, slim youth with 
a sallow face: he looks scarcely more 
than a boy. He was cool enough in 
court, but every once in a while heaved 
a lone rs sigh. 

It made him squirm when Deputy 
District Attorney Fleming handled him 
without gloves, calling him a “sharper” 
and saying he had a regular system of 
skinning gullible hard-working young 
men. 
The first witness called against him 
was J. A. McInturff, one of the col- 
lectors, whose moriey Wilson is alleged 
to have taken.

POLICE RAIDED SAME OLD JOINT 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 
Paraphernalia Taken This Time, and 
the Wily Old Pool-seller Will Have 


to. Refurnish if He Reopens—Every 
Opening Will Bring a Raid. 


If Col.“ F. D. Black thinks he can 
violate the law with impunity in Los 
Angeles and run a poolroom in open 
defiance of statutes and ordinances 
which are made to be obeyed, he will 
have to do what he did under a for- 
mer police administration, and that 
was to fix the matter with higher 
authority by whatever means it is 
possible to fx it. There was a time 
when Black could do about as he 
pleased; when he could run almost 
any kind of a game here with abso- 
lute immunity from arrest; but things 
have changed, and during the past 
week or more he has learned that if 
he wishes to do business he must find 
another angel. He had, one during 
a former police administration who 
remained by him; but now he must 
look higher or else quit business, un- 
less he wants his piace raided every 
time he opens his doors for gambling 
business. 

Much to Black's chagrin, and much 
to the surprise of his attachés, who 
considered him raid proof, and who 
thought after the first attack a few 
days ago that the matter had been

mands should be acceded to by the 

mine owners. 
The chief bone of contention is the 


long hours. It is said there wil! be no 
demand for a raise in wages, but the 
mine owners will be asked to reduce 
the working time to at least nine 
hours. The miners claim that the day 
shift, especially, is entirely too long. 
As soon as organization is completed 
the demand for shorter hours will be 
passed up to the mine owners, and 
unless the demand is granted, there 
will be a walk-out of the miners on 
that part of the mother lode, so it is 
declared. Among the mines which 
would be affected is the Lightner, 
owned by Stockton people; the Utica, 
owned by Charles Lane, and one of 


the biggest gold producers of that 
country. 
Stockton people interested in the 


mines about Angels declare that there 
will be no strike, as the miners are 
perfectly satisfied with the hours and 
wages. There are a few agitators, it 
is said, who, made bold by the suc-' 
cess of the strike at Jackson, are 
stirring up a controversy of four or 
five years’ standing.

It 
has become an accepted fact that the 
copper deposits of this vicinity are not 
only large and rich, but are of per- 
manence. One little statement bear- 
ing out the last assertion is that the 
Copper Queen, in twelve years, ending 
January 1, 1903, produced not less than 
378,000,000 pounds of copper. The orig- 
inal Copper Queen claims, lying almost 
under Bisbee, are still being worked, 
but it has been demonstrated that
